Qi°Declarfng ‘that the American 
people ppye enough evils of their 
own without bémg forced to con- 
tend with such foreign importa- 
‘Atoms as bull fights and rodeos, 
'Bdn F. Wilson, ¢ield ‘representa- 
tive of the California Anti-Ro- 
“déo Cruelty asociation, made an 
impassioned ‘address before club 
women of the city yesterday af- 
fernoon in the Richmond club- 
house. 

Held under the auspices q’ the 
Richmond Club and arranged by 
Ts8ac Lester, humane society de- 
puty in Richmond, and Mrs. R. 
‘G. Lee, president of the Rich- 
mond Social Service Bureau, the 
meeting attracted a fair sized 
crowd and indicated a growing 
civic interest i: the humane so- 
eletie's fig t prevent = crue! 
practices at the proposed bull 
fights and rodeos at the new 
arena in San Pablo. 

Wilson, who is on a state-wide 
tour in which he is appearing 
before various civic organiza- 
tions in behalf of a campaign to 
mould public opinion so that an 
initiative petition, curtailing ro- 
deos can be placed on the bal- 
lot at the next election, scored 
rodeos as they are generally con- 
ducted throughout the state. 

“We are not calamity howlers 
intent. upon the abolishment of 
clean, healthy amusement,” he 
declared, ‘‘but we particularly do 
object to the maiming and kil- 
ling c@’ dumb animals under the 
name of sport. The ‘people of 
Some sectione of Southern Calt- 
fornia have entirely repudiated 
the holding of rodeos and have 
substituted horse shows in their 
stead.’ ; 

Wilson stated that 
serves no nseful purpose what- 
ever except as an entertainment. 
Most of the s.untgs were never 
permitted on the old cattle range 
us they are at the 
many of them never were at all! 
Nearly all of them long. since 
becanic ob#elete in the — stock 
business. 

In nono of the features of the 
average rodeo is there anything 
but fear and pain and sometimes 
Geath for the ur:jortunate dumb 
animals, Wilson declared. Horses 
are shamelessly tortured in the 
bucking contests and sharp spurs. 
are used upon them without 
mercy. In some instances’ the 
mounted human participants 
chew the ears of the horses, 
spitting blood out on the ground, 
Steer roping contests are vicious- 
ly cruel in character, the steers 
sometimes being dragged from 
fifteen to twenty feet and their 
horns broken off. Men, also, are 
often injured in the violence be- 
tween man and beast. 

Wilson was loud in his praise 
of the interesi taken by the Rich- 
mond club in ‘the campaign, stat- 
ing: that the women’s clubs ot 
thé; state are doing a great deal 
of sworthwhile conctructive educ- 
tional work.
